THE COLON'! KS AT THE FAIR. 

Great Britain Will bo harcHy Represented/at 
the Exhibition. 

London, Feb. 8. — Sir Henry Wood, 
British Commissioner for the Chicago 
World's Fair, says that the British Colonies 
will be largely represented at the exposition, 
their aggregate grants for the purpose being 
.CTo.OOO, or three times the amount sot 
apart by the mother country. Several of 
tho colonies which have not yet made 
donations have applied for space, and will 
doubtless make appropriations later on. 
Sir Henry thiiiUs tint tho total space 
allotted to the empire will amount to 
$00,000 Fijuarc feet, which will be the 
greatest atea ever occupied by Great Britain 
at any World's Exposition, except that of 
Paris in 1878, when 303,000 equare feel 
were Utilized, hut it seems certain that this 
allotment will not suifiee and that important 
annexes will have to be provided as the 
colonies alone have virtually applied for 
, r i(M),<100 feet, unci even with the nacessary 
reductions, it will hardly be feasible to bring 
the total down to tin; 300,000 stjiuro feeet 
allowed in tho main building. 

GENERAL BOOTH. 

Ho Visits the Eternal City ami K)£pect3 to bo 
Becelved by Hie Pope. 

Bom k, Feb. 8. — General Booth, comman- 
der-in-chief of tho Salvation Army arrived 
at Brindisi from India on Friday and in 
Homo on Saturday evening. He delivered 
two addresses to-day to tho English speak- 
ing resident- of the Eternal City, explaining 
and championing his scheme of social re- 
demption and outlining a plan for tho ad- 
vancement of the work of the Salvation 
Army among tho Italian people. Tho gen- 
eral is in robust health and it is 
quite upparent that ho does not 
mako tho inistako of many reform- 
era in allowing his zeal to wear 
upon his nervoua Bystom. He takes healthy 
and practical views of things and doeH not 
expect to revolutionize tho world in a clay. 



Ho sees more accomplished in his work of 
rescuing tho submerged truth than is visi- 
ble to most other people, but that is, of course, 
explicable from tho fact that ho is more 
familiar with the situation than outsiders 
and possible skeptics. The General hopes 
to be granted an interview with tho Pope 
before leaving the Holy City. Should he suc- 
ceed in this effort there will be many curious 
to learn what p isses between the respective 
heads of tho m ist ancient and most modern 
of Christian organiz itions. 

BRI I'ANNIA RULES THE WAVES. 

Statistical Evidence (Jl von in a ltepnrt by a 
Recognized New York Authority. 

New York, Fob. 8.— The report of W. 
10. Ferguson, of the Now York Produce 
Exchange, a recognized authority on the 
grain export trade of this port, shows an 
enormous increase of the grain export by 
way of New York, and the dwindling away 
of the American ocean marine, the U. S. 
merchantmen's (lag being driven oil' the 
seas by Great Britain. Of 1,238 vessels 
which carried cargoes of grain from this 
port during 18'JI, only 15 wero Bailing 
vessels. During 1 SO 1 there was shipped 
from New York 08,223,528 bus-bels of 
American grain to Europe. Not included 
in this were 200,377 bushels of buckwheat, 
which appears in the statistics for the first 
time. Of 1,238 shiploads only 2j were 
carried under the American (lug. There 
wero only four American steamers left in 
the grain carrying trade. These were the 
old passenger steiimers of the lute American 
line, which used to run from Philadelphia 
under the control of Ihe Pennsylvania rail- 
road. No ltss thin 792 shipload 3 left. this 
port under the British flag, last year. 



SECRETARY BLAINE'S REFUSAL- 

Ex-tJovernor Fornker Regrets Blaine's With, 
tlra will, b'ut Predicts a Republican 
Victory. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 8.— Tho Post, 
this afternoon, prinU an interview with the 
ex-Governor on Blaine's letter declining the 
Presidential nomination. Said Mr. Fura- 
ker: " Mr. Blaine will stand in history 
without a rival, Twice, when a candidate 
for the nomination, it was refused him J 
once nominated, he was defeated. Such a 
record would destroy the power, influence 
and prestige of almost any man. But, in- 
stead, he has constantly grown greater, 
stronger and nearer to the hearts of the 
people, until as a result he has literally 
forced upon him an opportunity to make the 
unprecedented record of twice declining a 
nomination which would have 'meant in 
each instance, an election. Somebody once 
said in substance that, to refuse to bo a 
bishop is greater than to be a bUhop. The 
sanio can lie said of the Presidency, and 
especially of Mr. Blaine, who has twice re- 
fined it. As a Republican, I deeply regret 
Mr. Blaine's determination. In s tying this, 
I do not mean to disparage President Ifarri- 
snn; he has given us a wise and safe 
administration; but tho truth is apparent to 
all that he does not have tho hold r.pon the 
afTVotiono of the people that Mr. Blaine 
enjoys. In consequence he cannot have the 
strength as a candidate that Mr. Blaine 
would have. Of course, I don't know that 
President II irrison will be re-nominated, 
but in saying what I have, I have so as- 
8tin.ed. Wo would have an easy victory 
with Blaine. We may have a hard tight, 
but it will bo a triumphant one with Harri- 
son. "

NEW YORK HOLOCAUST. 

Impossible to Tell ,tho Number of Victims. 

New York, Feb. 8. —At I o'clock this 
morning there is nothing on which to base 
a correct estimate of those who perished 
in the Hotel Royal, Sunday morning. 
It is positively known that there were 
152 persons in the hotel at tho time of tho 
lire, and of these 82 are known to be fafe. 
Twelve bodies have been recovered, which 
leaves 58 persons unaccounted for. 
That some of these escaped is 
certain, and it is equally certain that 
a good portion of those who escaped 
perhaps all, will forever keep their identity 
secret for obvious reasons. Only when the 
last piece of debris has been removed from 
tho ruins will the number of dead be 
positively ascertained. The work of identi- 
fication is voryslow. This is duo partly to the 
horrible condition of the bodies recovered; 
but a stronger reason, it is believed, is the 
fact that many persons do not wish to make 
publi :, through identification, the names of 
relatives and friends, possibly among 
the dead in order to avoid scandal. 

Supporting "jr. r.saii. 

New York, Feb. 8. — Unanimous approval 
of the course of the United States adminis- 
tration toward Patrick Egan, United States 
Minister to Chili, was expressed yesterday 
afternoon at the New York council of the 
Irish National League of America. The 
council warmly endorsed the administration 
for its Bupport of Mr. Egan, "that dis- 
tinguished Irishman whom it had seen fit to 
honor." 

The New York Life. 

NEW York, Feb. 8. — At the adjourned 
meeting, to-day, of the trustees of the New 
York Life Insurance Company, William H. 
Beers, tho president, resigned at the request 
of the sub-committee, and was voted a pen- 
sion for life of S'2,j,000 a year. Several 
other trustees and officers ot the company 
tendered their resignations.

ROYAL JUBILEE HOSPITAL- 

A meeting of the directorate of the 
Royal Jubileo Hospital was, yester- 
day afternoon, held in the Board 
of Trade rooms, President Davies in the • 
chair. The trustees present wero Messrs. 
G. Byrnes, A. C. Flumerfelt, J. Braden.W. 
C. Ward, W. Chudley, A. Wilson, C Hay- 
ward, F. Shotbolt and J. S. Yates. 

Treasurer Chudley asked a vote of $525 
for salaries, and $2f>0., r >0 interest on mort- 
gage, which was granted. 

There was considerable discussion as to 
the best means of raising money to pay off 
standing debts, and provide for certain im- 
provements contemplated. The board de- 
cided to raise §25,000, and have had some; 
ofb-rs, which wero not considered alto- 
gether satisfactory. 

Mr. Ward remarked that tho R. C. Ca- 
thedral building fund was being raised in 
an ingenious and simple way. They insured 
a number of young lives, paying down tho 
full amount of claims, for which purpose 
money was borrowod at n low ralo of inter- 
est. As the lives fell in, the principal was 
reduced. Ho suggested t h ir a similar plan 
should he adopted by the Hospital Board. 

Mr. Flumerfelt said that he had suggest- 
ed a similar course as to tho proposed 
Hoard of Trade Buildings. . 

Mr. Chudley remarked that in one instance 
in which a similar scheme had been adopted, 
the lives died out in a few weeks. (Laugh- 
ter). 

Mr. Flumerfelt— That was hard on the 
lives insured. (Renewed laughter). 

Mr. Byrnes— Couldn't wo get a few sick 
persons. (Laughter). 

Mr. Flumnicrfelt— Not likely. 

The Chairman thought the idea an excel- 
lent one. It was worthy of consideration. 

After some further discussion the subject 
of raising funds was referred to tho com- 
mittee of the month for consideration and 
report. 

Mr. Flumsrfelt reported, verbully, that 
while in Montreal ho had mado enquiiries as 
to the cost of an ambulance. Ho ascertained 
that it could be got for about §.'150. A 
beauty could bo had at ?500, and" posBibly 
the C. P. R. would bring it out freo.

Tho Salvation Army Battle Asrainst 
Sin Under Command of Com- 
missioner Itees. 

Sunday's Marches and Meetings the 
Scene of Great Suc- 
cesses. 



Sunday was a day of victory for tho Sal- 
vation Army of Victoria. The day was bo- 
gun with "knee-drill" in army parlance, 
and fortified with tho assurance that they 
were lighting under the banner of righteous- 
ness and against s'n and Satan, the soldiers 
turned out in full strength.

Tho invitation was most liLerally responded 
to, and the evening drill was fully attended 
by the soldiers each bringing a friend or 
two. The barracks was crowded on the 
occasion, and many an anxious one was re- 
luctantly obliged to go away for want of 
even standing room. The attendance was 
much lurger than at the "Free and Easy," 
afternoon service. Tho commissioner de- 
livered a very impressive address, tolling of 
his life before uud after conversion — the one 
miserable and unsettled, the other huppy and 
content.

Some Radical Changes Made Keirard- 
the Sale of Unsur- 
veyed Lauds-

Hon. Mr. Vernon's tlOw Land Act, intro- 
duced in the House yesterday, makes some 
radical changes in tho system of adminis- 
tering the Crown lands. It passed it3 first 
reading, and will probably come up on 
Wednesday or Thursday for second reading. 
In order that all Colonist readers may bo 
ablo to clearly understand and appreciate 
the nature of the amendments, copious 
extracts from the bill are here given. They 
contain all the material matter of the pro- 
posed changes. 

Section one relates to the pre-emption of 
unsurveyed lands. Section five of the Land 
Act and Section two of the Land Act 
Amendment Act of 18!)0 are repealed and 
the following substituted: 

"Except us herein after appears, any per- 
son being the head of a family, a widow, or 
or single man over the age of eighteen jcars, 
and being a British subject, or any alien, 
upon his making a declaration of his in ten 
tion to become a British subject before i 
Commissioner, Notary Public, Justice of 
the Peace, or other ollicer appointed therefor 
which declaration shall be m the form No 
1 in the Schedule to the 'Land Act,' and 
upon his filing the same with the Commis- 
sioner, may record any tract of unoccupied 
and unreserved Crown lands (not being an 
Indian settlement) not exceeding one bun 
dred and sixty acres in extent: provided, 
that such right shall not be held to extend 
to any of tiie aborigines of this continent, 
except to such as shall have obtained per- 
mission in writing to so record by a special 
order of the Lieutenant-Goveruor-iii- 
Council." 

Section 9 of the Land Act is repealed and 
the following substituted: — 

"Every piece of such unoccupied, unsur- 
veyed land, and unreserved land as afore- 
said, sought to be pre-empted under tho 
provisions of this Act, shall, save as herein- 
after is provided, he of rectangular or 
square shape, and one hundred and sixty 
acres shall either measure forty chains by 
forty chains (equal HSU yards by SSI) yards) 
or twenty chains by eighty chains (equal to 
four hundred and forty yards by seventeen 
hundred and sixty yards). Eighty acres 
•hall measure twenty chains by forty chains, 
and forty acres shall measure twenty chains 
by twenty chains." 

Section 3 is amended so that tho pre- 
omptor must be tho actual settler, not the 
aSent of the settler. Section 4 repeals the 
clauses substituted for Section 29, of the 
Land Act, by Section 4 of the Land Amend- 
ment Act, 1891. Section 5 of tho Land 
Amendtreut Act, 1891, is struck out, and 
the following is substituted : 

" Such of the lauds of the province, the 
surveys whereof have been duly made or 
adopted by the Government, and confirmed 
by notice in tho British Columbia Gazstte, 
may, whenever so ordered by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, in Council, from time to time be 
put up at public aalo (of which sale due and 
sufficient notice shall be given), upon such 
terms and conditions as may be considered 
advisable." 

Section 54 of the Laud Act is repealed, 
and the following substituted : 

"Leases of surveyed unpre-empted 
Crown timber lands which have been pre- 
viously offered to public competition, may 
be granted by tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands und Works for a term not to exceed 
21 years, to any person, persons, or corpor- 
ation duly authorized in that behalf, for the 
purposo of cutting spars, timber, or lumber, 
and actually engaged in those pursuits, 
who have tendered the highest cash 
bonus, subject to tho payment of 
an annual rental of 10 cents per 
acre, and of a royalty of fifty cents per 
thousand feet on the scaled measurement of 
the logs cut on the leased premises : Pro- 
vided, also, that the lease shall contain pro- 
visions binding the lessee to erect in some 
part of the province, as may be approved of 
by the Chief Commissioner of Lands und 
Works, a lumber mill appurtenant to the 
limit and capable of cutting not less than 
1,000 feet of lumber per day of twelve hours 
for each and every four hundred acres of 
land included in such lease ; and any such 
lease may be suhj-.rct to any general stipula- 
tions which the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council may see fit to impose : Provided, 
further, that any tender which may be 
made by any person who is not the owner 
of a properly equipped saw-mill in some 
part of the province appurtenant to the 
limit desired, wili not be considered unless 
accompanied by a certified cheque for one 
thousand dollars, or other security in that 
amount satisfactory to the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works, as a guarantee 
for tho erection of a suitable mill within two 
years"." 

Section 55 of the Land Act is struck out 
and the following substituted : 

"Itshill bo law ful for the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works to grant 
leases, for pastoral purposes, to any person, 
subject to BUch conditions as may be con- 
sidered advisable, of lands which are in his 
opinion unsuitable for cultivation under or- 
dinary circumstances, at an annual rental 
of five cents per acre, for a term of not ex 
ceeding twenty-one years. Any person de 
siring to acquire a pastoral leuso shall give 
two months notice of his intended applica- 
tion for such lease by a notice inserted, at 
tho expense of the applicant, in tho British 
Columbia Gazette, and in any newspiper 
circulating in tho district where such land 
lies; such notice Bhall state the name of the 
applicant, the locality, boundaries and area 
of the land applii d for ; such notice shall be 
dated and shall be posted in a conspicuous 
place on the land sought to be acquired, and 
on the Government ofliee, if any, in the 
district. After tho expiration of the 
two months and within ninety days 
from the date of the publication 
of his notice in the British Columbia Ga- 
zette, he shall file an application (upon an 
official form) in duplicate with the Com- 
missioner for the district, together with a 
declaration that tho laud desired is unsuit- 
able for agricultural purposes, and with 
Biich application ho shall deposit a sum to 
cover the first year's rental; within twelve 
months frotii the date of his application he 
shall have the land required surveyed, at 
his oust, by a duly authorized Provincial 
Lanrl Surveyor approved of and acting 
under the instructions of the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works; and such 
lands shall bo surveyed on the rectangular 
or square system now adopted by the Gov- 
ernment, and nil lines shall ho run due 
north ond south and duo east and west, 
except where from tho nature of surveys 
made it would bu impossible to conform to 
the alvivo system; and wherever possible 
tho said survey shall bo connected with 
some point known in previous survoys, or 
with snmo other known point or boundary.

As the critics required 
tho Government to do what it would bo 
utterly absurd oven to attempt, thoy must 
feel annoyed at themselves for acting so 
thoughtlessly. 



THE STMGKEN STATESMAN. 

Mon of all parties, in every part of Cana- 
da, aro grieved to hear that the Hon. Alex- 
ander Mackenzie is on his death bed. There 
are few men in this Dominion so generally 
and so highly esteemed as ho. Both in pri- 
vate and iu public life, ho has acted in such 
a way as to win the respect of Canadians of 
all classes. He has been for many years a 
greatly afflicted man. Tlio heroic patience 
with which ho lias borno his troubles is not 
less to bo admired tban tho ability and tho 
• courage which enabled him, in the face of 
mauy obstacles, to attain a place in tho 
front rank of the public men of tho Do- 
minion. 



A POLITICAL PARABLE. 

We said, on Sunday, that tho Japanese 
are a clover people, and that they show a 
great aptitudo for political work of all 
kinds. Here U a sample of their party 
literature, which, with very little change, 
would apply to tho political situation in 
this province. It is headed, "A Political 
Parable. It appeared in an independent 
journal called the Suntotsu : 

" On the morning of the 12th, when the 
fields and roads were whitened with snow, 
a bind of small toys set themselves to make 
a snow man On surveying their work, 
however, they found that its proportions 
wero anything but perfect, so they broke it 
up and began to rebuild it. Their second 
venture gave oven less Satisfaction than the 
first, and wearily they persuaded, tlioin- 
selvos to miko another esuy. 15ut their 
hands had, in the meantime, become be- 
numb d; their feet were cold, and they were 
chilled by the cold wind that blew, so that 
they had to give up their attempt. The 
small boys are the Opposition; tho snow 
figure is the Diet— the rest ia easy." 

TUB INDEPENDENTS. 

It does not seem either juat or wiso to class 
members of the Independent Party with the 
Opposition because some of them may have, 
ou one or two occasions, perhaps without 
having given sufficient attention to the 
matters under consideration, spoken on the 
Opposition side and voted with tho Opposi- 
tion. As long as tho members of the Inde- 
pendent Party themselves declare that they 
have not gone over to tho Opposition, and 
that they are now as independent as ever 
they wore, it is but fuir to take thoni at 
their word. As one swallow does not make 
a Bummer, so one or two speeches and votes 
against the Government do not transform an 
independent member into a supporter of the 
Opposition. For our part wo have a higher 
opinion of the intelligence and good S2iise 
of aomo of the Independent members tban 
to bolieve that they will give up the respect- 
ablo and tho influential position they 
occupied last session to fall into the ranks 
<»f an Opposition which, politically, is the 
reverse of either respectable or influential. 

TIM GOVERNMENTS CRITICS. 

Tho critics of tho Government in the 
House of Assembly have during tho present 
session been peculiarly unfortunate in tho 
choice of subjects for censure. Tho pro- 
ceedings had hardly commenced when they 
blamed the Government for saying nothing 
about redistribution in the Lieut.-Gover- 
nor'a speech. It was soon shown that their 
demand was premature. It is evident that 
if tho Government had been as eager to 
•commonco the work of redistributing the 
representation as tho most exacting of its 
critics, it would have made itself ridiculous 
if it had hinted in the speech that it was 
preparod to fratno a redistribution bill. It 
is known to every elector of any intelli- 
gence that the information on which such a 
measuro must bo based is not in tho posses- 
sion of tho Government, and is not likely to 
be for Bonio timo to come. To promiso a 
redistribution bill without any material to 
•make ft foundation for it would bo ouly a 
little less unroasocablo than to fiud fault 
with tlio Government for not having it 
prepared before the details of tho census are 
published mid carofully considered, 



Tho critics acted with quite as little con- 
sideration when they condemned the Gov- 
ernment for reserving the land in tho vicini- 
ty of S:oc:u\ L ike. It is evident now that 
they censured tho Government without 
having any knowledge of tho facts. They 
must have proccedod on the representations 
of parties who were interested in snap- 
ping up tho good land beforo tho public 
had a chance of knowing what it was 
like. They, the declared enemies of specu- 
lators and land-grabbers, became tho en- 
thusiastic advocates of West Kootenay 
land sharks. Wo do not say that all of 
them intended to do this, for wo believe 
that some of them are honestly in favor of 
reserving tho land for tho actual settler and 
the working miner. But they have placed 
themselves in such a discreditable and un- 
pleasant position by lending too ready an 
oar to the stories told by the enemies of tho 
Government and tho foiled land schemers. 
It is, however, not too late for them to 
benefit by tho lesson they have learned. 
When they find out that thoy have, by 
their foolish baste and their eagerness to 
make the Government feel their power— or, 
us one of tho Independent members put it, 
to wield the "rod" of correction— placed 
themselves in a falao position, they can re- 
trace their steps, and become again really 
and truly "independent," supporting tho 
Government when it does right, and op- 
posing it only when it docs wrong. The 
Government had good reason to expect the 
hearty support of the Independent members 
of tlio Legislature in what it lias done in re- 
serving tho Slocan Lako land and other 
lands for the uso of tho men who will im- 
prove it by their own labor and their own 
monoy. It was carrying out what they 
profess to bo their policy, and it was both 
wrong and inconsistent in them to join in tho 
cry raised by the schemers until they found 
that tho Lauds and Works Department had 
done what is injurious to tho actual settlor. 



We 



With respect to the administration of the 
Education Department the critics, by ask- 
ing for a partisan committee ami by insist- 
ing upon retaining it, showed clearly enough 
that they were not so anxious to find out 
the truth as to preserve in good ^order what 
they regarded as a first-class grievance. It 
has long been evident that it is the Opposi- 
tion and not the Government who desire to 
mix up politics and education, and it should 
have been the object of really independent 
members to keep them as much as possible 
spirt. It is to be hoped that now in spite of 
all factious opposition there is to be an en- 
quiry into the conduct of the Government 
in education matters, tlio independent 
critics will do what they can to make that 
enquiry thorough and impartial. 

It is, we trust, not too much to assume 
that tho critics by this time are convinced 
that criticism, to bo effective, does not con- 
sist in mere fault-finding, without much 
thought or any enquiry to speak of. They 
ought to have learned that they should 
make themselves sure before they use the 
words that something h is been done worthy 
of punishment; otherwise, the attempt to ad- 
minister chastisement will do a great deal 
more harm to the unjust chastiser than to 
the innocent victim. 

THE AGRICULTURAL LABORER. 

The British politician is now turning his 
attention to the farm laborer. Tlio philan- 
thropists on both sides profess to bo inter- 
ested in him and to desire to better his con- 
dition. They do not go so far yet aa to 
promiso him "three acic.s and a cow," but 
they hope to give him a better houso to live 
in, a bigger garden, and a chance to get 
better food. They want, too, to improve 
him intellectually, morally and physically. 

Thero aro some who have made a special 
study of Hodge at home, w ho do not regard 
him us a very hopeful subject for improve- 
ment of any kind. Among them is Mrs. 
Stephen Batson, who has contributed a 
paper about him to the January number of 
the Nineteenth Century. This lady evidently 
docs not look upon the agricultural laborer 
of Berkshire aa such a miserable creature as 
he und his class arc represented to bo by 
many on this sido of the Atlantic. But 
when we see how little lie gets for his labor 
we cannot understand how he manages to 
keep soul and body together on such a pit- 
tance, much less support his wifo and 
children. 

The Berkshire laborer gets in "these 
days of roviviug agricultural prosperity," 
ten shillings a week — about two dollars and 
a half. He gets besides that, "harvest 
money," to tho amount of from fifteen to 
thirty dollars, The fogger, tho shepherd, 
and the carter who aro a grade above him, 
get twolvo or fifteen shillings a week; and 
tho aristocracy of rural labor, the in- 
dependent bricklayer, the carpenter, 
tho cobbler, tho thatohor and 
tho sheep shearer earn, in the busy season, 
from fifteen to thirty shillings a week. 
These aro regarded us prosparous men. 
From this it c in bo soon that tho British 
agricultural laborer, even whon ho gets 
steady work and is in good health all tho 
yoar round, dees not earn a groat deal of 
money. When ho pays a shilling a week 
for his cottage and garden, and supplies 
himself and his family with clothes there 
cannot bo a groat deal loft with which to 
buy food for tho humblo household. 

But Hodge contrives to exist and to raiao 
a family of Bturdy youngsters on ton shil- 
lings a wook. Mrs. Batson tolls us that ho 
" oats broad, potutoos und cheeso at ull his 



meals, with salt pork for supper in the I 
winter and bacon in tho summer." And 
we must not forget his beer. Summer and 
winter Hodgo must have his beer and his 
tobacco, besides. Ho spends on these 
luxuries two shillings a week, and ho gener- 
ally makes sure of these two shillings by 
putting them in his pocket before ho hands 
the balance over to his wifo. "This rule of 
life," wo are told, "ho nover relaxes how- 
ever large his family and however great his 
expenses at homo." 

Hodge u8 a rule marries young and ho has 
soon olivo branches round his table. Tho 
children uro not regarded as a burden for as 
soon as thoy aro old enough to bo useful 
thoy earn money, and while his children aro 
growing, Hodge, if ho ia a Bteady man, is 
bettor oil" than at any other period of his 
existence. 

Tho British agricultural laborer pays 
little attention to that part of his catechism 
which enjoins upon him as a duty to bo- 
havo himself lowly and reverently to all his 
betters, pastors and masters. Wo are 
told that "When Hodgo is sober bis atti- 
tude to his superiors is extremely dignified 
and even sullen; he feels then acutely 
that the parson, the squire and the school- 
master are provided with good things that 
he cannot share, and that only a strict read- 
justment of incomes can equitably arrange 
matters, aud even then thero would bo large 
arrears owing to him." And again, "Our 
laborer hates his employer, ho hates Ida 
squire, but, above all, ho hates hia parson." 
Although he goes to hia parson for relief 
whenever he or any of his family is sick, he 
is represented as not being at all grateful 
for tho medicines and comforts * that are 
given him. Ho indignantly asks those who 
remind him of hia obligations, "What be 
the Rector put there for except to give I 
brandy." 

Mrs. Batson does not think that the beer 
which tho laborer drinks does him much 
harm. She says: "When that is gone the 
laborer will not have u single pleasuro left 
in life; ho is incapable of appreciating any- 
thing moro than tho villago pot-house. He 
is perfectly well-conducted while bo is 
there, but to ha there is tho only joy he can 
conceive or imagine." This is a sad view 
and wo hope that it is a mistaken one. 
There are great capabilities in Hodge. He 
belongs to a raco that bus done more for the 
world in these latter days than any other 
that inhabits it, and it ia melancholy to Bee 
him have no higher ambition than to get 
ua fill of beer. Is there anyouo to blame 
for this, and is there no chance of his being 
raised to a higher piano of existence? MrB. 
Batson seems to think not, for this is tho 
last paragraph of her interesting articlo: 
"So let U3 leave Hodgo to his troubles. 
Wo are not likely at present to improve 
him by advice or rebuke, or by any effort 
that we may make on bis behalf."

MR. JOHNSTON RETURNS. 

Hb Gives Some Interesting Particulars About 
the Salmon Market In England. 

Late last night, Mr. M. T. Johnston, of 
the firm of Findlay, Durham & Brodie, with 
his daughter, Miss Johnston, returned from 
u trip to England, Ho was ssen at his 
residence by a Colonist reporter, on his 
arrival, and made sonio remarks about 
tho salmon industry and other matters. 
Ho said : " 1 am sorry to tell 
you that tho sulmon market continues con- 
siderably depressed, and most of tho very 
large stocks of 1800 are still in the ware- 
houses. The reason for this state of things 
is that while tho production has in the last 
two years increased a great deal, the rato of 
consumption bus remained stationary. Then 
again a case of poison that lately occurred 
in England through a family eating canned 
salmon has bad rather a bad effect and 
created a prejudice against the fish. In tho 
particular case I speak of the poisoned 
article came from Alaska. Of course a 
great number, of people are interested in tho 
industry in London, but everywhere there 
is stagnation in tho trade. An overglutted 
market, is one of the worst advertisements 
any branch of merchandise can have. 

"I see," said Mr. Johnston, "that you 
had in your telegraphic reports tho other 
day, that grave fears were expressed for tho 
safety of the steamer "Arizona." I think 
they aro quite groundless. Wo left on the 
Cunard liuor "Aurania" two days nftor she 
did, and passed her a good way the other 
side of' half way, Sho is a very slow boat 
indeed. 

"I met Mr. McL'andless in London, look- 
ing after the shipments of tho Northern 
Pacific Canning Company. He told mo to 
let all bis friends in Victoria know that bo 
was unfortunate enough to experience one 
of the roughest trips on record when cross- 
ing the Atlantic jin the S.S. "Bothnia." 
They wero ten days crossing. 

"Great interest is being taken in our 
province all through England, and there uro 
continual enquiries from every direction re- 
garding lands for settlement. Chere seems 
to be a very scant fund of information in 
this particular. Everywhere I went 1 heard 
eucomuimson the efficiency of tho C. P.R. 
Stocks are going up diily, and the company 
is in a splendid condition on tho London 
market." 

"Wo liau a pleasant trip through tho 
continent, and encountered very little enow 
until we gut to the Selkirks, where there 
were six feet of it." 



WILL BE A HANDSOME BLOCK. 

Contract Awarded for a Three Story liulldine; 
ut tlio Corner of Johnson aud Storo 
Sircots. 

A contract has been awarded to Messrs. 
E'ford it Smith, who are now building the 
new Driard block, for the erection of a three 
story brick building for Mr. Simon Leiser, 
at the corner of Johnson and Store streets. 
The plans for the new building were seen 
yesterday by a Colovist man at tho office 
of the architect, Mr. Thomas Hooper. The 
main elevation of the building is on 
Storo street whore it will be 81 
feet in length. There uro three 
stores to be provided and also a 
dining room with plate glass front for use 
of the hotel. On Johnson street is the 
hotel entrance, the elevation being pluin 
but handsome, with a large double doorway. 
The frontage on Johnson street is SO feet. 
The basement of the building will be fitted 
up with cellars for the stores and a large 
saloon benides, tho entrance to the latter 
being from Johnson street. It is so con- 
structed that it can be run in connection 
with tho hotel upstairs, or as a separate in- 
stitution. Tho two upper stories are con- 
sequently divided into bed rooms with 
plenty of bath rooms and first-ckss up- 
pointmonts. Tho building is to bo entirely 
of brick with iron pillars, and terra cotta 
trimmings. The contract c ills for its com- 
pletion by August I, 1892, and the cost 
will be, it is stated, somewhere between 
S25.000 and S30.000. This will add one 
more to tho fine looking and substantial 
buildings of which Victoria is proud. 



iNO CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT. 

The Gjv.'runirn' Ktr.I.'ia lon Sli'd?, ami tho 
Use to Which Tlti y Are Put. 

There has been some complaint made 
during the past few weeks in rogird to the 
condition of the Dominion Government 
Emigration Sheds, and, iu order to ascer- 
tain how much truth there was in the state- 
ment that the buildings were unwholesome, 
and the class of people who generally live 
there unclean, a Colonist reporter called on 
the Government agent, Mr. John Jessop, 
yesterday morning. Mr. Jessop says that, 
so far, no complaint has been made to him 
of any disorder around the building. Of 
course, be said, the class of people who 
come out here as emigrants are not always 
the best, and amongst them there are, from 
time to time, those wdio do not 
pay very much attention to cleanli- 
ness. He thinks, however, that there 
is only one case where there has 
been anything to complain of. This was a 
case where a family was allowed to live in 
the sheds for some three months. They 
wero entirely shiftless and frequently bad 
rows amongst themselves, and at last find- 
ing that they would do nothing to help 
themselves, Mr. Jessop says be was obliged 
to eject them. Tho buildings aro now as 
cloinas emigration buildings can bo and 
tho caretaker in charge does his duty as 
best lie can in looking after them. There is 
consequently no cause for complaint. Of 
course sometimes it is simply impossible to 
avoid getting objectionable people. When 
the men come out hero with their families, 
they aro housed by tho Government until 
such time as they can procure employment 
and ure sometimes kept for one or two 
months in this way. That is what tho 
sheds are built for and is the only use to 
which they are put.

PROFESSIONAL STANDING OF CIVIL 
ENGINEERS. 

To the Editor:— I observe in your issue 
of Thursday last a paragraph referring to 
certain remarks made from the bench at 
the final sitting of the Civic Royal Commis- 
sion by His Lordship, Chief Justice, Sir 
Matthew lUilie Beghio, concerning the pro- 
fessional standing of members of recognised 
institutions or societies of Civil Engineers. 

As remarks made by a chief justice on 
the. bench go forth to the world authorita- 
tively, and more especially so, if of an un- 
usual character, I take the liberty of re- 
questing you to publish tho nature of the 
qualifications required for membership in 
tho institution of Civil Engineers, (ling- 
bind;) in llio American society of Civil 
Engineers, and in the Canadian society of 
Civil Engineers, so that those who have 
beard or read His Lordship's remarks may 
be in a position to judge for themselves us 
to the professional standing of a Civil 
Engineer who has been admitted to mem- 
berahip in all or any of these corporate 
bodies. 

The institution of Civil Engineers ( Eng- 
land) requires thntj 

"Every candidate for election into the 
class of members shall be more th in twenty- 
five years of age, and como within one of 
tho following conditions: He shall have 
been regularly educated as a civil engineer 
according to the usual routine of pupilage 
and have had subsequent employment for 
at least live years, and shall be actually en- 
gaged at tho timo of his application for 
election in responsible situations as resident 
engineer or otherwise in sorno of the 
brunches defined by the charter as con- 
stituting the profession of civil engineer- 
ing : or 

" He shall havo practiced on his own ac- 
count in tho profession as a civil engineer 
for at least five years, and shall have uc- 
(|tiired a considerable degree of eminence 
in the same. " 

Tho American Society of Civil Engineers 
requires that: 

"A member shall bo a civil, military, 
mining or mechanical engineer, who has 
been in active practice as such for seven 
years, or has graduated as a civil engineer 
and been in praetico for five years, and has 
had responsible charge of work as chief, 
resident or superintending engineer for at 
least one year; not as a skillful workman 
merely, but as one qualified to design us 
well us direct public work. 

A person to be eligible to any cluss of 
membership must not be less than 21 years 
of age." 

The Canadian Society of Civil Engineers 
requires that: 

"Every candidate for election us member 
must be at least 25 years of age, and must 
have been engaged in some branch of engi- 
neering for at least ten years, which period 
may include apprenticeship, or pupilage, in 
a qualified engineer's office, or a term of in- 
struction in sonic school of engineering, re- 
cognised by the council. The tern: of ten 
years will be reduced to eight years in the 
case of any candidate who bus graduated 
with honors in his engineering course. Iu 
every ease the candidate must have bad 
responsible charge of work as a resilient or 
superintending engineer, or must havo held 
a position of equivalent professional respon- 
sibility for at least five years; und this not 
merely as a skilled workman, but us an en- 
gineer qualified to design and direct engi- 
neering worka.

Monday, Feb. 8, 1892. 

Tho speaker took tho chair at 2 o'clock. 
PETITIONS. 

Petitions were presented by 

Mr. EllBRTS, from the Eaciuimalt Tele- 
phone Company, for power to increase their 
capital stock; 

By Mr. Smith, from tho settlers and land 
owers on Perobcrton meadows; 

By Mb. Cotton, from H. Abbots and 
others, askil .; lo* incorporation as tlie 
Columbia and S|M»ano Railway Company, 

By Mr. Hall, from Capt. Power and 
others, for a private bill to eniiblo the con- 
struction of a short lino railway between 
Vuncouver and Westminster. 

Tho petition from Robert Irving and 
others, asking for incorporation as tho Vic- 
toria and Saanieh Railway Company, was 
read and received. 

the MACLEOD CASE. 

Hon. Mr. Uou-on moved, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Turner "That a select committee, 
to consist of Messrs. Baker, Hull, Croft, 
Kitchen nnd Cotton, be appointed to enquire 
into all matters connected with tho cancella- 
tion of the certificate to teach formerly held 
by Mr. John P. MoLeod; and also into all 
circumstances connected with tho granting 
of temporary certificates from and inclusive 
of the month of July last to the present 
time; with power to call for persons, books, 
and papers, and to report to the House." 

In moving the resolution tho Premier said 
that he had no doubt the whole matter was 
now fully understood, and it was unneces- 
sary to make any explanation. 

Mil. Skmun asked if this resolution 
covered the whole [ground of the previous 
resolution moved by tho lion, member for 
Westminster district. 

Hon. Mk. Robson explained that he had 
objected to Mr. Kitchen's resolution on two 
grounds: first, the composition of the com- 
mittee, and second, that it was unnecessary 
to re-examine the Latin papers, as these had 
already been examined by experts. 

Hon. Mk. Bbaven asked for the 
Speaker's ruling as to whether the resolu- 
tion was in order or not. 

Mr. SPEAKER replied that tho practical 
result of the motion now introduced by the 
Premier was to rescind a negative vote of 
tho House. The motion was of the same 
general purport as tho previous one voted 
down, but contained substantial alterations, 
and it was for the House to say whether it 
was in order or not. 

Hon. Mk, Beaven thought the previous 
vote of the House should be tirst rescinded. 

Mil. SfMLIN enquired what the scope of 
the enquiry would be. Ho, held that all 
circumstances regarding the examination 
papers should ho enquired into, and the 
examination papers themselves should be 
examined by the comirittee. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven claimed that the whole 
circumstances should be enquired into. He 
could not understand what objections the 
Government had. 

Hon. Mr. ROBSON said that was all ex- 
plained the other day. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said he was still not 
satisfied with the explanation. 

The motion passed unanimously. 

TO amend the land act. 
Hon. Mr. Vernon asked leave to intro- 
duce a bill to amend tho Land Act. Leave 
granted and bill wa3 read a first time. 
Second reading next Bitting of tho House. 

THE COMPANIES ACT. 

Tho House went into committee of the 
whole to consider tho Companies Act, Mr. 
Sword in tho chair. 

Mr. Brown withdrew his proposed 
amendments, tho Attorney-General agree- 
ing to bring them in before the third read- 
ing. 

Tho committee rose and reported the bill 
complete, without amendment. 

THE CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT BILL. 

The House went into committeo of the 
whole to consider the Constitution Amend- 
ment Bill, Mr. Semliu in tho chair. 

Hon. Mk. Davie moved the following 
amendment, viz : 

"H3a. Nothing in this Act cont lined 
shall apply or extend to render ineligible or 
disqualily as a member of the Legislative 
Assembly — 

"(a.) Any shareholder or director in, or 
trustee of, any incorporated eompmy hav- 
ing a contract or agreement with ^the Gov- 
ernment of the Province ; or 

" (b.) Any person on whom the comple- 
tion of any contract or agreement, expressed 
or implied, devolves by descent, or limita- 
tion, or by marriage, or as devisee, legatee, 
executor, or administrator, until twelve 
months have elapsed after the same has so 
devolved upon him ; or 

" (ft) Any contractor for tho loan of 
money, or of securities for the payment of 
money to the Government of British Colum- 
bia, under the authority of the Legislature, 
after public competition, or respecting the 
purchase or payment of the public stock of 
debentures of British Columbia, on terms 
common to all persons." 

Hon. Mr. Heaven objected to directors 
or trustees of incorporate companies being 
exempt from the provisions of the law. He 
urged strongly upon the Government the 
necessity of so amending the act. 

Hon. Mr. Davie accepted the sugges- 
tion, and the bill was so amended. 

The committee rose and reported tho bill 
complete with amendments. 

qUESTION OF PRIVILEGE " MACISTIIATES' 
ACT." 

Hon. Mr. Pooley roso to a question of 
privilege, with reference to a report in tho 
Colonist, wherein ho was reported to have 
Baid " that so far as he was aware, and so 
far as tho executive of tho Government was 
aware, there was not the slightest intention 
of interfering with Mr. Belyea as Police 
Magistrate." What he did Bay was, that 
eo far as he was aware, and so far as the 
executivo was aware, there was not the 
slightest intention of making use of this 
act for the purpose of iflecting Mr. Belyca's 
position as I'olico Magistrate. Ho could 
not havo said more than this, as the ques- 
tion of Mr. lielyea's position as Polico Mag- 
istrate had not, so far, been discussed by 
the Government. 

' magistrates' amendment bill. 

Tho Houso went into committeo of the 
whole to consider the Magistrates' Amend- 
ment Bill, Mr. Smith in the chair. 

coat of arms hill. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved the second read- 
ing of tho Coat of Arms' Bill. He said that 
somo enterprising real eatato dealers and 
others had adopted the provincial coat of 
arms on circulars, etc., and this practice 
tended to bring Her Majesty's Government 
in tho province into disrepute. The bill 
would prevent this. 

The bill was read a second time, and com- 
mitted, with Mr. Keith in tho chair. 

Committee roso and reported the bill 
completo with amendments. 

RETURN llKOUOHT DOWN. 

JIon. Mr. Davie presented a return to

The 
secret of his being such a blessing to the 
world wuh that he preached tho full atone- 
ment of Christ, without any mental reserva- 
tions or quibbles, which alone can bo the 
" glad tidings " of God to tho thirsting souls 
of men in this sorrow and siu-curst world. 
What wo need is an enthusiasm of lovo such 
as his, for it is not culture, art or soionco 
that aro to* lift mankind Heavenward, but 
it is God in man that will lift men to God. 
This is tho phase of his life-work that I 
most rejoico in. 

Rev. J. H. White— Nothing can be said 
of Spurgeon that is not appreciative and 
commendatory. Ho was tho foremost 
preacher of his age; his influence was as 
great in other denominations as in his own, 
and while ho held lirmly to his own views, 
he was n.ost Catholic in spirit. His death 
is a great loss to the entire Church of 
Christ. 

Rev. CoVERDAIiK Watson — There can be 
no difference of opinion; Spurgeon stood the 
peer of every other public man as a preacher, 
while his inlluenco was universal. Ho was 
thoroughly evangelistic as well as orthodox 
in the best sense of tho term, and his mem- 
ory is and will bo revered tho world over. 

Rev.D.MacRak — Spurgeon stands in the 
front rank of modern preachers. No doubt 
he was liberal in bis views — broader-minded 
than the majority of his contemporaries. 
He was a power for good in the world.

From many of tho city pulpits, on Sun- 
day last, tributes of love, admiration and 
respect were paid to the memory of the 
great London preacher, Rev. C. H. Spur- 
geon, who passed from "life unto death, 
which is the brighter life," during the 
week. The clergy of all denominations 
unite in expresing their high opinion of his 
work and his personal character. Below 
are published, in brief paragraphs, what 
Victoria pastors huvo said : 

Rt. Rev. Bishop Ckidge— I huvo never 
seen iu Mr. Sturgeon's sermons as pub- 
lished, auuht contrary to the doctrines of 
the reformation as laid down in the creeds 
and formularies of tho Church of England 
and as expounded by what is termed the 
Evangelistic section of that church. But 
ho was inoro than a preacher or expounder 
— he was a witness; and by his steadfast 
resistance to the downward grade which is 
gaining too much hold on some of his 
denomination, proved himself entitled to all 
gratitude and praise from all who believe in 
Christ as the enly Lord and teacher of the 
church. 

Venerable Archdeacon Sckiven — By 
the death ot Spurgeon, England has lost a 
great preacher, and, abuve all, a Christian 
teacher of wonderful power and influence. 
I must say, that most of my knowledge of 
Spurgeon himself was gathered from what I 
saw in Sunday's CoLONlsa, but ho has 
spoken to mo with no uncertain voice, 
through his sermons and his books. It is a 
strange fact that, within the Bpace of one 
short year, Great Britain has lost three 
men who were the acknowledged headj of 
the English, Romish and Non-Conlormist 
churches— Canon Liddon, Cardinal Man- 
ning, and now Spurgeon. Had any Church- 
man been asked to name the three preach- 
ers who, in those ranks, stood head and 
shoulders above their fellows, ho would 
havo unhesitatingly given those three 
names. Spurgeon was a man in a million, 
and his deeds will live and hear fruit lone; 
after his personality is forgotten. 

Rev. Dr. Smith— Mr. Spurgeon was the 
greatest preacher of this generation. He has 
commanded the largest regular audiences of 
any preacher of any age. His church is 
seateed for 5,500, and as the aides were 
crowded when be was in the pulpit, his 
audiences numbered about 7,000. He had 
a voice of splendid power, clear, ringing, 
resonant, which was easily heard all round 
the immense auditorium. More astonishing 
were his Thursdiy evening audiences, 
amounting to about .'{,000 usually. The 
press carried his sermous where his voice 
could not reach, to tens of thousands in the 
British Isles, Canada, the United States, 
Australia, and wherever else the English 
language is tpoken. His commentary on 
the Psalms ot David is the richest and 
raciest we have. He had a fund of genuine 
humor and wit, as seen in John Ploughman's 
Talks. Ho was a great practical philan- 
thropist. All churches honored him. 
During his last illness prayers were offered 
in all churches for his restoration; Arch 
Bishops of the English church— the leading 
clergy of all churches — called on him to ex- 
press their sympathy; tho Queen sent her 
sorrow; and all Christendom united in 
earnest wishes for his recovery.

was to win souls and not the plaudits of 
men, and his success has l.een unsurpassed. 

Rev. P. McF Macleod— The world re- 
grets exceedingly tho news of his death, 
though it was not unexpected. I havo of- 
ten enjoyed the privilege of listening tohim 
iu the Tabernacle, and I hold in extreme 
contempt tho opinion of the Si'ittdiy Re- 
view. As a preacher ho enjoyed the great- 
est popularity any man of KnuUiul has pro- 
duced this century, ami ibis popularity was 
sustained throughout his whole career as in 
tho case of no other man that I know of. 
As a man, Spurgeon was noble, disinter- 
ested, and thoroughly a Christian. 

Rev. C. E. DobBS— I!y the death of Rov. 
C. 11. Spurgeon the Christian world has 
sustained a loss that will long be felt. If 
there is one thing more than another that 
we, as believers, should be thankful for, it 
is that men of geniui, mental forco and 
learning, should bo found humble diecip'os 
of Jesus of Nazareth, receiving and preach- 
ing the old, old Btory of tho Cross with all

TERRIBLE HOLOCAUST. 



Soores of Guests Lose Their Lives in 
the Burning: of a New * 
\ork Hotel. 



Terrible Scenes of Snlleriug— Nothing 
Left but a Pile of Smoulder- 
ing- Debris. 



Nk\V Yoiuc, Feb. 8.— Early yesterday 
morning, the Hotel Royal, ut the southeast 
eorncr of Sixth avenue and Fortieth street, 
was burned to the ground, and a largo num- 
ber of persons burned, suQbcuted and 
crushed iu tlio ruins. The hotel was built 
over twenty-five years ago. Iu 1882 it was 
remodeled nnd an addition built on the 
south side. It was the homo of many per- 
sons in the theatrical profession and was 
patronized chiefly by transients. It was a 
few minutes of 3 o'clock in tho morning 
when tho flames were first discovered. Tho 
janitor was in the basement, when ho was 
startled by the flushing u p of II unes. He rushed 
to the street ami notified ihe policeman, who 
sent in an alarm, while the janitor rushed 
back to the building to rouse the guests. 
The blaze had already shot up the elevator, 
finding kindling as inflammable us tinder in 
the framework. In 13 minutes tho whole 
of the structure was ablaze. Flumes shot 
out at every window and people in the 
street could sec persons rushing frantically 
to and fio on every floor. Alarms were sent 
out in rapid succession, and the streets and 
avenue were 30011 filled with fire engines 
and trucks. Other alarms brought ambu- 
lances from every hospital in the city. 
People leaped out of tho windows to the 
sidewalks and were gathered up unconscious 
by 1 ho firemen, burned, maimed and man- 
gled, and carried to places of safety. 

At tho time there were nearly 150 guests in 
the home. The hotel employes, all told, 
numbered £5. Tho scenes were heart- 
rending and appnling oven to the firemen 
and policemen. Nearly every one of the 
124 rooms which the hotel has on its five 
floors was occupied. The scenes before the 
tire company arrived were horrible. One 
niun sprang from the the third story window 
and was dashed to death on the ground. 
People turned away horrified at tho sight. 
This was the Sixth avenue side of the build- 
ing. Another moment later another man 
leaped from tho window on the Fortieth 
street Bido and was instantly killed. Short- 
ly after two women jumped from the win- 
dows on the Sixth avenue and wore dead 
when picked up. Several others dropped 
from tho windows or slid down the rope 
with which every room in the hotel was pro 
Tided. 

Theso escapes occurred before the walls 
fell, while tho firemen were doing their 
utmost to stop the progress of the flames, 
which threatened to engulf not only the 
hotel, but the entire block of buildings to 
the Bouth. When the wall fell peoplo were 
seen at several windows on the upper floors, 
crying for help, but were swallowed up in 
the Ha cues that arose from the ruins. The 
flames illuminated the sky for miles around 
aud drew thousands of people to the scene, 
which during t he entire day was an object 
of curiosity to an immense throng of people. 
The most heroic efforts of the fit emeu were 
impotent against tho devouring element, 
and the whole middle portion of tho city 
was brilliantly illuminated by the tremeu- 
ous fire which the hotel made. 

The firo had spent its fury by fy.'.iO 
o'clock, for there was practically nothing 
combustible left in the shell. Then the 
Beene surveyed by tho firemen, the police 
and the crowd of citizens was one of com- 
plete and sorrowful wreck. All that re- 
mained was a smoking, blackened mound of 
, debris that rose to a height of 25 feet. 
Beyond, to the south, the eye gazed, un- 
obstructed by floors or roof, up through 
that portion of the building that remained 
standing, to the skj. To the west there 
were the walls of a section of the building, 
but they had been dismantled of all the 
wood work, and in the cellars was the 
debris of the whole interior of the Hotel 
Royal. The loss on t he hotel and furniture is 
estimated at S-50,000. The building was 
owned by Hymau Israel, a furniture dealer 
on tho lioweiy. 

Mrs. Isabella Meures, wife of the proprie- 
tor of the house, heard crackling flames and 
saw snioko coming through the crevices of 
the bedroom door. Meures had only re- 
tired at 1 o'clock and was aroused with dif- 
ficulty, lie sprung out of bed and ran into 
the hallway. One glance- was enough to 
tell him the story. He ruii back to his 
wife's room and shouted: "Now you fol- 
low me," snatched up his coat and ran to 
tho hallway. Ho fought his way straight 
to the staircase, supporting his wife 
him. Tho passage way was choked with 
anioke. Throwing the coat over his head to 
prevent suffocation, he bent his head low 
and groped his way to tho bannisters, on 
which ho placed his left hand which was 
burned aud his hair singed. His situation 
was perilous. To run down stairs for two 
flights meant death, and so, swinging him- 
self over the hand rail, ho dropped twenty 
feet to the ground floor. He landed on his 
feet without broken bones and made his way 
to the street. 

Meures was among tho firsc to leave the 
burning building, and when he made his 
exit not a fire engine bad arrived. When 
Meures reached safety in the street he re- 
alized that his wife was not with him. At 
that moment u hook and ladder company 
arrived. A ladder w is tjuickly placed in 
position to the window of whit ho said 
was his wife's room. Up tho ladder went 
Policeman Merritt. The window selected 
was not the right one. In it was an un- 
known woman, who quickly stepped out on 
to the ladder and was carried down in safe- 
ty. Meantime, Mrs. Meures hud acted for 
herself. With rare presence of mind, she 
rushed to the window and leuped to the 
portico over the entrance, and was taken 
down by the firemen. She sustained a 
sprained ankle, but was otherwise unhurt.

each other for u month p ast . *^ s U - In - 
Saturday, Venus crossed tho face of royal 
Jupiter, and was dismissed on her pilgrim- 
age through epuoe, which takes her duily 
further and further from him. The two 
plunets will continue to separate until 
Venus gets tiO degrees to the east, when she 
retraces her steps. 

Tho conjunctions of Venus and Jupiter is 
uot an event of particular importance to 
astronomers. It wus last recorded on Jan. 
30, 1868, and prior to that in 1S59. The 
earliest chronicled conjunction of the planets 
was on the day corresponding to our Oct. 
13, '2,127 years before Christ, when Chinese 
astronomers saw and noted tho merging of 
Jupiter, Mars, Saturn and Mercury. So 
the event of Saturday can hardly bo termed 
something new. 

Having paid her homage to Jupiter, 
Venus is now flying from hiin in a direct 
line for this earth of ours, ut the rato of 22 
miles per second, 1,320 miles a minute, 
79,200 miles per hour, or 1,900,800 miles 
per day. This need not excite alarm, how- 
ever, for having approached within DO.tlOO,- 
000 miles of the earth, she will retrace her 
course and speed backward at tho Biimo tre- 
mendous rate. 

Though the conjunctions of planets are 
events of almost every decade, astronomers 
this year will enjoy an opportunity w hich 
they have long been waiting for. In Sep- 
tember, this liurth and its nearest neigh- 
bor, Mars, will be in opposition, a position 
occurring but once in forty-seven years. 
Since the last occasion, the impiovement in 
the equipment of observatories has been 
wonderful, and the opportunities of learn- 
ing from the visit of the Celestial neighbor 
in the autumn will be fully taken advant- 
age of.

The dealings In them were 
on a tremendous scale, and ineir prices ad- 
vanced at, an astonishing rate Dunne the 
llrst part of tlio day theso stocks 
practica'ly monopolized the whole Imsi- 
ness of tho Exchange. !-oiuo idea 
of thenctlvi'y displayed can bo gleaned from 
tho fact that of Heading ulono 110,000 shares 
changed hands in the ilrst half hour. It's price 
ro-ie from II! to 18] : but the most pronounced 
advance was In Lackawanna. The dealings in 
it were not so large as those in Heading, but 
nevertheless its piices advanced from 152} to 
157, Jersey Central advanced from 125J to 1:'8J. 
Delaware and Hudson from 129J to 1301, and 
Krio which was the next most active after 
Reading from to 32.1. During this time tho 
general market was wholly neglected and de- 
clined fractionally from sheer inactivity. 
Late in tho opening hour tho transac- 
tions in the coalers fell oil' somewhat and 
tho general list became moro protnin- 
ont. Atchison, Ontailo and Western 
and tho Whiskey Trust were especially active 
The hater fell from 49! to 47}. The others de- 
clined substantial fractions by 11 o'clock. After 
11 o'clock tho coal shares again came to the 
front, being actively bought, nnd even higher 
prices were reached 1 ban during the early deal- 
ings. Thnsales to noon amounted to 421,8)0 
shares. The market was not so active after- 
midday, yet the dealings wore on a large scale. 
Tlie coal slocks continued strong throughout, 
and itwassaid that in the case of Lackawanna, 
a corner had been engineered. There woiea 
number of reports in circulal ion with regard to 
the cause of tho big movement in the 
coal stocks. Rumors woio Hying about 
the streets without end. It was said 
that the great "fiear" operator, Cam- 
nmck, was ho •vily short of Heading and Lack- 
awanna. Another was that '■Deacon" White
